With the final vote unknown until 
the last councilman spoke, the 
Placentia City Council Monday night 
selected alignment four for the 
widening of Chapman Avenue 
between Murray Street and 
Kraemer Boulevard. 

The special council session had 
been full of drama with a contingent 
of affected residents appearing to 
speak at the hearing. The new voices 
represented the line o: oiger homes 
that front the major boulevard to the 
south. 

The chosen alignment four will, 
starting at the eastern end, take a 
slice from the Borcherding residen- 
tial property on the north but a much 
larger piece of the vacant field 
belonging to the Calvary Church, of 
Placentia on the south. The réute 


Committee 
Eyes Changes 
In Boundaries 


School attendance boundary 
changes will be discussed at a 
meeting of the Educational Facilities 
Planning Committee (EFPC) of the 
Placentia Unified School District at 
7:30 p.m. Thursday, January 22, at 
the Education Center, 1301 E. 
Orangethorpe Ave. 


The EFPC is a committee of 
community residents who study 
district population and make 
recommendations to the board of 
education on how to house students 
in the rapidly growing Placentia 
district. Ruth Leonard and Lee 
Wilcox chair the committee. 

Among problems to be discussed 
at Thursday’s meeting are over- 
crowded conditions at Bernardo 
Yorba Junior High and Esperanza 
High schools in the eastern part of 
the district and at Sierra Vista 
Elementary School in the north 
western part of the district. 


‘‘The EFPC is not a decision- 
making group,’’ explained Patrick 
Bowman, the district’s director of 
planning and construction who 
works with the committee. ‘‘Com- 
mittee members pinpoint housing 
problems and recommend solutions 
to elected trustees, who make the 
final decisions.’’ No dates have yet 
been set for board discussion on 
boundary changes. 


‘‘Good weather and increased 
activity in the building industry were 
bringing new houses and children to 
the district even faster than we 
anticipated,’’ Bowman said. ‘‘The 
district faces some crucial decisions 
by next September in some 
attendance areas if we are to avoid 
double sessions.”’ 

Members of the community are 
invited to attend the EFPC meeting 
to listen to discussion.

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Six Candiates Declare Intentions Council Supports 


Mayor Lyons 
Won't Run 


Placentia’s city council race 1976, 
in the opening three days of intent, 
has generated six candidates to vie 
for three council seats...a majority of 
the city’s governing body. 

The. city also will have a new 
mayor after the election as Mayor 
Robert Lyons announced officially 
Monday night that he will not be 
seeking reelection. 

Mayor Lyons said however, that 
he may seek the job of city treasurer, 
which is also on the April ballot. 
That position is now held by 
Raymond Pound, who may not 
choose to run again. 

Mayor Pro Tem Michael Calla- 
han, another of the three 
incumbents, said he definitely will 
be making the race and Monday 
picked up his nomination papers. It 
is the end of a first team for both 
Lyons and Callahan although they 
have put many years of service into 
other city commissions. 

Only Councilman incumbent 
Robert Langer has not made an 
official commitment on his status. 
Certain groups are known to be 
seeking him to submit toa third term 
along with former Mayor Robert 
Finnell. Others who have enjoyed 
partisan support but have not as yet 
picked up their nomination papers 
include Robert Bircher and Robert 
Davis. 

Five other candidates, however, 
in addition to Callahan have 
declared their intention to run. 
Statements from them can be found 
on Page 2. 

One other prospective candidate, 
Benjamin Sargent, Jr. of 137 Beal, 
Placentia, had picked up his filing 
forms but indicated this week that he 
will not be making the race. ‘‘I’m 
not going to run,’’ Sargent reported.

property belonging to the World 
Gospel Mission, then property of the 
city of Placentia, -given to the 
citizens by Mrs. Angeline Backs and 
the late Edward Backs. Two homes 
involved are those belonging to the 
Daniels family and a rental home 
which is the property of Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter Laborde. 

The next building to be severed is 
owned by the Labordes and 
contains the Laborde Real Estate 
Offices, the offices of The Placentia 
Courier and those of the PUEA, the 
Placentia Unified Education Assoc- 
iation, the group spokesman for the 
teachers. 

Leaving the homes on the south 
edge barely intact, the alignment 
next takes a section off of Kraemer 
Park, but not deep enough to touch 


the Veterans Memorial Fountain, a 
present to the city from Mr. and 
Mrs. Backs. The fountain graces the 
Chapman-Walnut Avenue corner. 

The widening then takes a section 
of open land owned by the First 
Church of the Nazarene, Placentia 
and an edge of ground in front of the 
two story building which houses the 
News-Times, thus twice affecting 
the city’s newspaper row. 

The Gonzales and Brummet 
homes on the south edge would be 
leveled if they cannot be moved back 
on their property or if this was found 
not to be desirable. A spokesman for 
the Brummet home said that it is 
constructed from hollow tiles and 
might be difficult to dislodge. 

The hearing brought to a vote the 
controversy which has occupied the 


tenants of the major boulevard for 
two years. The most vociferous 
spokesman in protection of his land 
has been Peter Laborde, who has 
been represented for the past few 
months by attorney Robert Von 
Esch, a former Fullerton city 
councilman. 

The speakers connected with the 
Laborde interests were somewhat 
less vocal Monday night as tenants 
and property owners on the south 
edge of Chapman Avenue represen- 
ted their case for the first time. 

Ralph Kennedy, Fullerton, a 
housing consultant to the Orange 
County Fair Housing Council, Santa 
Ana, brought the main argument 
into focus. 

‘‘Recent studies have revealed an

units of low and moderate income 
housing in Orange County,” 
Kennedy told the council. ‘‘The 
Orange County Housing Authority 
has confirmed that this problem 
exists in the city of Placentia, as in 
many other cities. 

‘‘The housing authority tells me 
that you are having great difficulty 
in placing some of your qualified 
applicants in low income housing in 
Placentia. There is no such thing 2s 
new low cost housing. There is 
nothing you can do to build new low 
cost housing.” 

Councilman Jack Gomez speaking 
later emphasized the same point. 
‘These people have no place to 
go...absolutely no place to move 


from here, if we were to adopt plan

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Paying Mortgage 


An effort to pay off the mortgage 
yn Placentia’s new $3 million City 
Hall in 1988, received a lukewarm 
majority vote by the city council 
which approved the premise 3 to 2. 

The action was proposed by 
Councilman Robert Langer as an 
amendment to the Capital Improve- 
ment Element of the General Plan. 
In the motion utility tax monies will 
be set aside in the budget each year 
tto accrue toward retirement of the 
tbonds at their maturity in 1988. 

Councilman Jack Gomez second- 
ted the motion and the third yes vute 
was from Mayor Pro Tem Michael 
Callahan. 

Mayor Robert Lyons opposed the 
move. 

“I think putting it (utility tax 
imoney) in a fund will be an overt 
commitment to the people that 
bonds on this building will be 
retired in 1988. I don’t think that in 
1975 that it is good planning so I 
would argue against the motion.”’ 

Of concern to the council were 
predictions in the capital improve- 
ment element that by 1982-83 the 
city of Placentia budget would show 
a contingency fund of $225 as 
opposed to an amount in the 
neighborhood of $400,000 or a.7 to 10 
per cent contingency similar to the 
one the budget now enjoys. 

‘‘We have to start looking for 
additional revenue sources,’’ the 
Mayor stated. *‘The utility tax is one 
of the fairer sources of taxes that we 
have because it is one of the taxes 
that people have some control 
over.”’ 


The mayor argued: ‘‘In view of the 


economic condition of our country 
now and the fact that we sold those 
bonds at such a favorable interest to 
us, I think it would be bad planning 
to retire those bonds because it is in 
effect cheap money. 

‘Our property tax will no longer 
be capable of supporting our general 
fund.”’ 

Mayor Pro Tem Michael 
Callahan, who ran on a campaign 
platform of eliminating the utility 
tax, pointed out that by the year 
1987-88, ‘‘almost 70 per cent of the 
total is the atility tax as our source of 
income. Even though I’m opposed to 
it, we're in a lot of trouble because 
that is our major source of income. 

‘Considering taking that money 
and taking it to pay off a debt in a 
shorter period of time, is going to 
bring about a shortage of money 
much sooner.’’ 

Langer, emphasizing the amount 
of interest payments that would be 

saved by retiring the bonds as soon 
as possible, stated: ‘‘I made a 
commitment to the people in 1970 
when I voted for the utility tax that it 
would be used for three purposes: 
acquisition of land; acquisition of 
buildings and capital equipment 
that we might need.”’ 

The councilman also  recom- 
mended establishing a finance 
committee ‘‘to determine if 
additional sources of revenue can be 
obtained from other means.” 

Councilman Gomez pointed out 
that the property tax has been 

reduced for the past four years. ‘‘We 
‘ave said that if we need to we'll go

‘I feel that in four years I have 
accomplished some of my goals and 
because I look upon myself as a 
permanent resident of Placentia, I 
have several major goals still 
remaining.

Two other potential candidates 
who threw their hats out of the ring 
this week included Placentia Unified 
School Buard Trustee Jean Pappas, 
who said she will continue her term 
on the school board, to which she 
was reelected last year. — 


Another, Josh White, who made 
the race two years ago, issued a 
formal statement that he will not be 
participating this year. Previous 
business and volunteer commit- 
ments do not leave him time, White 
explained. 


The crush of time also is given as 
the reason for Mayor Lyons 
declining to try for a second term. 

The five other candidates beside 
Mayor Pro Tem Callahan, who have 
officially declared their intent to 
make the race include alphabeti- 
cally: 


Wayne Bolger, 38, a line assigner 
for Pacific Telephone Company, 
Orange. Bolger has served for the 
past seven years on city commis- 
sions and most recently on the city’s 
Beautification Commission. 


Virginia Farmer, assistant plan- 
ner for the city of Corona and a 20 
year resident of the city of Placentia. 
Mrs. Farmer, who is a descendant of 
one of the first ‘California families, 
can trace her ancestory back to an 


ancestor in the Portola expedition. * 


She is currently a member of the 
Placentia Library Board and served 
as president during the construction 
of the new library complex. 


Donald Holt, 35, Area Manager 
for CPC _ International (Corn 
Products Company). Holt made the 
race two years ago, barely missing 
election. At that time he was 
supported by the AFL-CIO political 
council, and was one of two 
candidates who became symbols for 
the Placentia Firefighters Union 
Local No. 2147. The city has since 
turned to vhe county for fire 
protection. Holt has been active on 
the city’s Industrial Commission and 
in work with the Placentia Founders 
Society. 

Ed. V. Jones, 49, a Placentia 
businessman, who has lived in the 
city for six years. Jones is owner of 
Jones Co. Electric International 
Inc., the largest wholesale electrical 
distributor in the United States for 
export only. His Placentia company 
has recently been written up in a 
national magazine. 

William Rashford, 34, a ten year 
tesident of Placentia and present 
chairman of the city’s Planning 
Commission. Rashford has served 
on the commission for four years and 
is employed by Hughes’ outlet in 
Fullerton. He has a master’s degree 
in electrical engineering. 

Filing for the three city council 
seats will continue: until noon 
Tuesday, February 10 since an 
incumbent is not filing thus 
extending the period. None of the 
candidates has filed as yet although 
both Bolger and Holt had’indicated 
they will be doing so immediately. 

Holdovers on the city council are 
Councilmen Jack Gomez and George 
DeJesus.

#3, which has been recommended to 
us by the planning commission.”’ 

Later deliberations between city 
council members also touched off 
verbal sparks between Councilman 
Gomez and Mayor Pro Tem Michael 
Callahan. The two councilmen 
frequently find themselves with 
opposite colors on the voting board. 

Callahan had first recommended 
not widening the street; but instead 
prohibiting parking thus opening up 
two more driving lanes. Later he 
switched his recommendation to 
alignment three which would take 
the homes on the south side. 
Concern was also expressed over 
how close to boulevard traffic the 
homes would remain after the 
widening is completed. 

Gomez: ‘‘These people are willing 
to stay there and take that chance. 
They’re aware of it. They’re willing 
to back #4. I’m for doing 
something...because this city coun- 
cil to me in the last two years, is a 
do-nothing city council.’’ 

Callahan later interjected: ‘‘This 
is a point of order. I’m sick and tired 
Jack of hearing about 3 to 2 votes.”’ 
The voices drowned each other out 
as Mayor Robert Lyons gavelled the 
meeting back to order. 

‘We're not here to discuss 3 to 2 
votes,’’ the Mayor enjoined. 

Callahan later approached the 

press booth with a list of votes for the 
past two years, claiming that the 
three-two schism (Langer and 
Gomez on one side) is a myth. 
_ Monday night’s vote did not 
follow the pattern as Mayor Robert 
Lyons delivered the last comment 
and stated that he was supporting 
alignment #4. 

Other speakers, along with the 
majority of the city’s planning 
commission, supported Alignment 
#3, which moves straight down the 
avenue, leaving the northern border 
intact but taking many of the homes 
on the south side as well as the 
Southern California Water. Tower. 

Councilman Robert Langer gave a 
detailed explanation for his vote, 
indicating that Alignment #4 might 
pave the way for the future 
expansion of Kraemer Park at a later 
time and might also lend itself in 
later years’ to a redevelopment 
project on the south side of the street 
in the older residential properties. 


Councilman George DeJesus, 
who was strongly supported by 
Laborde in the council race two years 
ago, spoke in favor of Alignment #3. 
That alignment leaves the Laborde 
property intact. 


The recorded vote was 3 to 2 with 
Lyons, Langer and Gomez support- 
ing alignment #4 and De Jesus and 
Callahan dissenting. 


The same vote was tallied on the 
closing and cul de sacing of Walnut 
Avenue and Main Street. But the 
issue of whether Alta Street, which 
serves Calvary Church or Anned 
Drive, a residential tract street will 
be cul de saced, remains unsettled. 
The two streets offset each other 
obliquely so that safe left hand turns 
into both would not be possible in a 
widened boulevard. 

At the close of the session 
attorney Von Esch said that he and 
fiis clients had not made a decision 
as to whether they would take the 
council vote to court. 

Another potential lawsuit by the 
Foster Freeze property owner 
Hurless Barton, may have been 
sidestepped with the possibility of 
reglacing the parking lost in the 
widening by city owned property in : 
back of the store.

Improvement of air qual- 
ity through transportation 
planning, release of gas tax 
revenues for more 
broad-based transportation 
programs and a ‘‘Transpor- 


- tation Bill of Rights for the 


Handicapped,’’ are among 
the programs being 
considered in a _ revised 
Regional _Transportation 
Plan drafted by the 
Southern California Associ- 
ation of Governments 
(SCAG). 


Forums are being held 
prior to a public hearing in 
Los Angeles on January 
29th. The Regional Trans- 
portation Plan coordinates 
the transportation activities 
in all of these counties. 

‘**No matter how you view 


transportation in Orange 
County, you have to 
consider its link with 


systems in our neighboring 
counties and commun- 
ities,’’ said Orange Conty 
Supervisor Ralph Clark. 
“If we are to minimize 
the potential for serious 
problems in the years 
ahead, areal effort has to go 
into the planning stage. 
‘This is not to say that 
Orange County residents 
don’t have their own 
problems and needs as well. 
We want to know what’s 
going to happen with the 
state highway construction 
program; what are the 
future needs in local transit; 
and how are we going to pay 
for it all in the long range.”’ 
‘I’m hopeful that the 
public forum will address 
questions such as these. It 
is certainly an opportunity 
where both the public and 


private sector can be 
heard,’’ Clark added.

23.72,120 Distance between buildings. 

23,72.130 Building height. - 

23.72.140 Coverage. 

23.72.150 Open space - Landscaping. 

23.72.160 Streets. 

23.72.170 Development in stages. / 

23.72.010 Purpose - Intent. The planned unit development district is designed to 
produce environments of stable, desirable character, in harmony with the 
surrounding neighborhoods while providing standards of density, open space, light 
and air, pedestrian and vehicular access, and traffic circulation in conformance with 
the regulations of this title. The intent of the planned unit development district is to 
provide for the development of condominiums or other similar type of ownership 
developments. 

23.72.020 Uses permitted subject to obtaining a use permit. A use permit shall be 
required for all uses listed below: 

(a) Condominiums and townhomes or other similar types of ownership 
developments; , 

(b) Single-family residences built to the standards of the R-1 district; 

(c) Public parks; 

(d) Churches 

23.72.030 Application for permit. (a) Fee. Any application for use permit under 
the provisions of this chapter shall be accompanied by the current fee as listed in 
Chapter 5.16 of the Municipal Code 

(b) Processing. Such application shall be processed by the planning commission 
and transmitted to the city council with a recommendation for tts approval, 
conditional approval or disapproval. Any such permit is subject to approval of the 
city council 

23.72.040 Submittal of preliminary plans. Prior to submission of an application for 
a use permit for a planned unit development pian, the applicant(s) shall submit to 
the planning director basic site information, including aerial photos where deemed 
necessary by the planning director; generalized development plans, including sot 
sizes and open spaces proposed, existing easements, existing neighborhood 
development, and any other information which may be reasonably required by the 
Planning director to aid and assist the planning commission in an_ initial 
consideration of the preliminary ‘‘PUD'' plan. The preliminary plan may be 
presented to the planning commission at a regular meeting for discussion by the 
individual commissioners. No formal action shall be taken by the planning 
commission regarding the preliminary plan. : 

23.72.050 Submittal of application. (a) After completion of preliminary 
conference(s), the applicant(s) shall file a request for a use permit. A professional 
team approach in the preparation of the planned unit development plan Is required.

The purpose of the R-A District is to permit mixed 
farm and residential uses by providing an area for people to have parcels of land 
larger than typical residential lots where livestock, poultry, and small animais may 
be kept or raised in limited number 

Section 23.10.020 Permitted Uses. Uses permitted in the R-A district shall be as 
follows: 

A. One single-family dwelling per minimum lot size; 

B. General light farming of agricultural crops, including horticulture, grazing, 


gand the maintenance of: 


as set forth in the base zone, the following minimum setbacks shall be provided: * 


(1) No building containing dweiling units shall be located closer to a peripheral tot 
line of the site than twenty (20) feet, except where such lot line is also the

(2) No building or structure containing dwelling units shall be located closer to a 
public gtreet right-of-way than twenty-five (25) feet;

Lot coverage is not to exceed sixty (60) percent of the site 
area. ‘'Coverage’’ is defined as the land area covered by dweiling units, garages, 
carports, recreation buildings, open parking areas, driveways and streets, but not 
including covered balconies, roof overhangs, uncovered balconies or porches. (Ord.

23.72.1850 Open space - Landscaping. (a) Not less than forty (40) percent of the site 
area of the property shall be open space devoted to planting, patios, walkways and 
recreational areas. Any driveway or uncovered parking area shall be separate from 
the peripheral boundary line of the property by a jandscaped area of not less than 
ten (10) feet in width. Development rights to ail or any open space shail be required 
to be deeded permanently to the City before any permanent occupancy permit to any 
building or units in any planned unit development shall be granted. 

(b) Planned unit developments shail provide for close visual and physical 
relationship between dwelling units. The landscaped open areas, which must 
dominate the site, shall include substantial usable areas for passive and/or active 
recreational use. Further, the development should present a landscapefopen space 
effect so that parking areas and buliding masges shail not dominate the scene. 

(c) Planned unit developments shall be approved subject to the submission of a

1. Not over two equine or bovine animais for private use per 20,000 squaré feet of 
land area; 

2. Not more than twenty-five rabbits, chickens or small animais per 20,000 square 
feet of land area;

C. Accessory buildings, structures, and uses ancillary to the uses permitted in 
this district. This is not to be construed as any commercial use 

D. Home occupations, in compliancg with the provisions of Section 23.81.020. 

E. Crop and tree tarming 

Section 23.10.00 Uses permitted subject to obtaining a use permit. Uses 
permitted subject to obtaining a use permit in the ‘‘R-A’’ district shali be as follows: 

A. Churches, schools, parks, playgrounds, public utilities, public and 
quasi-public buildings and uses; 

B. Child day care and day nursery; 

C. An aggregate of two (2) single-family dwelling units per minimum lot size. 

D. Other uses determined to be compatible with those uses listed in Section 
23.10.020 

Section 23.10.040 Height. Maximum allowable height in the ‘'R-A’’ district shall 
be thirty (30) feet. 

Section 23.10.0650 Building site area. Minimum building site required in the 
“R-A’’ district shall be as follows 

Twenty thousand (20,000) square feet on both interior and corner lots; churches, 
three (3) acres 

Minimum lot width required: one hundred (100) feet 

The city council upon receipt of a report from the planning commission may, by a 
majority vote of its total members, approve subdivisions with less than the
